FEEDING THE MULTITUDE. 


The Breakfast at the Adelphi Mission. 

The Adelphi Mission on Canal street, near 
Madison. was the scene of a jolly Christmas 
breakfast yesterday morning. Perhaps one 
doesn’t know the Adelphi Mission—the Rev. 
Mr. Kirkland’s. It is a desperate old build- 
ing that in its old age has grown pious—as 
old people should do. It used to be a roister- 
ing young place, given to wicked shows and 
all that sort of thing, but now it has taken to 
Sunday-school hymns and sandwiches. One 
climbs up two pair of dark stairs and comes 
into a large room, seated in church fashion 
and with a high platform, where the small 
organ and pulpit-desk stand. About the 
walls are Scriptural mottoes. Early yesterday 
morning a crowd of men stood on the side- 
walk and looked, up the staircase. Odd- 
looking fellows they were, _ill-clothed, 
ill-smelling. unwashed, whisky-sodden. 
They had shambled out of the 
burrel-houses and lodging-dens along Canal 
street, and the brisk morning air was doing 
its best to sober them up. ey waited pa- 
tiently until 10 o’clock, when the doors were 
opened: then they flocked up into the big 
room above; sunk back on the benches; 
closed their red eyes and were content. 
During the next half-hour they were joined 
by hundreds of others—seedy-looking young 
men and disreputable old men. Some seemed 
like decent fellows out of employment; others 
had the devil’s ear marks. 

On the platform, behind the consumptive 
organ. sat the Rev. Mr. Kirkland, his wife, 
a swarm of young women, and other Chris- 
tian workers. Some one played on the or- 

n. and the people on the platform sang 

unday-school =~ and the audience 
blinked solemnly. e sermon that followed 
was informal and pointed—a Christmas talk 
fired at short range. Then there was sing- 
ing again and preaching again, and more 
singing and preaching, and then a bevy of 
songs.

Julius Jonas Distributes His Turkeys and 
Chickens. ° 
Ex-Ald. Jonas held his annual Christmas 
festival yesterday at his store, No: 983 Wash- 
ington street, instead of on the North Side, 
as has been his custom hitherto. He had an- 
nounced that he would give turkeys. chickens, 
and other eatables to the r yesterday morn- 
ing, from 9 to 12 o'clock, but many of the ap- 
plicants, in order to be in good time, began 
coming before daylight, and when the hour 
of distribution arrived a long line of women 
and children, with not a few men, was strung 
along the sidewalk or crowded around the 
door of the basement where the eatables were 
to be distributed. Some were from Hyde 
„some from Lake View, Cicero, and 
other suburbs. Several were women with 
i children in their arms, and 
into the store and 
not only with food 
but money. The liquor-dealer’s hand went 
into his pocket very often, and he must have 
1 #40 besides the provisions. At 
1 o'clock the supply was exhausted and a 
new one was ordered, and by 12 o'clock, 
when the giving ceased, six barrels of tur- 
keys and as many chickens, six quarters of 
beef,and six sheep had been given away. 
Each applicant received a piece of beef or 
mutton and a fowl, and several hundred 
thus enjoyed a Christmas dinner who would 
otherwise have fared slimly. The imposi- 
tions practiced on Mr. Jonas last year made 
him decide at first to send his donations 


Around to those whom he knew were deserv- 


ing, but the receipt of many hundred let- 
ters from poor people asking him to adhere 
to his former custom induced him to make a 
public distribution, only taking as much care 
as possible, under the circumstances, not to 
be imposed on. He gave the benefit of the 
doubt to the applicant in many cases. and 
judging from the look of those who waited 
to be fed, they certainly needed the help so 
generously given.

After the noon hour the dismal 
cells blossomed out in brilliant patches of ex- 
uisit color, for many a man there for the 
t time in his life received a Christmas 
card. Through the bounty of Mrs. Clara 
Potwin of No. 380 Dearborn avenue and Miss 
Sophia Wray of Lake Forest every prisoner 
was supplied with a neat card, and great was 
the wonderment among some of them. Many 
of them bore ‘appropriate mottoes, but 
the ladies of e Jail Mission, 
who distributed them, could not remember 
exactly what the most notorious prisoners 
did with theirs, beyond the fact that all ac- 
cepted them politely. Thus the historian will 
never be able to record exactly what disposi- 
tion the Anarchists, Tom Gallagher, and 
Henry Schwarts made of their Christmas 
cards, which in the future would be more 
likely to remind them of Cook County Jail 
than of the birth of the Prince of Peace.

A fat, chubby little youngster tumbled down 
one flight of stairs, but he didn’t seem to mind 
it a bit, as he was crowing as lustily as evera 
short time after. The doctor in charge ro- 
ported that all the little ones, with a single 
exception, were quite well. The sick one is 
suffering from spasms, but is not regarded as 
dangerously ill. From a remark made by one 
of the attendants; it is presumed that the 
friends of the institution did not remember it 
asin years past at Christmas time.

A Gay Time at Mercy Hospital. 

The celebration of Christmas-Day at the 
Mercy Hospital on Calumet avenue and 
Twenty-sixth street was begun with high 
mass in the handsome chapel, which was 
tastefully decorated with evergreens, helio- 
trope, calla lilies, and other flowers. The 
Sisters of Mercy have always made it a point 
to regale the patients under their charge 
with a first-class dinner on this. festivai of 
the church, and the kindly program was yes- 
terday carried out in full. Turkey, of course, 
was the chief item on the bill of fare, but 
there was an abundance of other good things, 
including a variety of fruits. The Rev. John 
Waldron, rector of St. John’s Roman Catho- 
lic Church, who is constant in his generous 
remembrance of the institution, contributed 
a large portion of the dainties for the occa 
Sion. 

St. Luke's Hospital. 

Christmas-tide, in its religious and festive 
aspects, was duly observed at St. Luke’s 
Hospital. The Rev. George Todd officiated 
at communion service and morning service 
held yesterday at 7 a. m. and 9:30 a. m. in the 
chapel of the institution. The Christmas din 
ner given the inmates was of the accustomed 
high class, and included a plentiful supply of 
turkey and chicken, to which were added 
oysters contributed by Booth and ice-cream 
donated by Kinsley. It was, however, Christ- 
mas-Eve that the managers of the hospital 
chose for the main feature in their cele- 
bration of this season of gladness. On that 
occasion the rooms and corridors of the 
spacious building were crowded with ladies 
and gentlemen, friends of the charity, and 
relatives of the patients. After the perform- 
ance of religious service by the v. Dr. 
Clinton Locke, President of the hospital, the 
choir of Grace (Episcopal) Church cheered 
the inmates of the different wards with 
Christmas carols and other appropriate songs. 
The Christmas tree was a large one, hand- 
somely decorated, and lighted with electric 
lamps. Six large tables held the numerous

Every in- 
mate of the hospital, patient or attendant, 
man or woman, received several articles, 
such as gloves, hats, mufilers, neckties, 
dresses, etc. The children were made happy 
by gifts of toys, candy, and-popcorn, oranges, 
apples, and other fruit. Altogether the event 
was an enjoyable one, and reflects great 
credit on the management of the hospital, 
and on the many friends who contributed to 
its success. 0 

County Hospital Patients Remembered. 

The inmates of the County Hospital were 
given asimple but enjoyable entertainment 
in the evening thatin the opinion of phy- 
sicians did them more good than a pint of 
medicine. The County Board had neglected 
to pass the usual resolution authorizing the 
Warden to arrange a Christmas dinner and 
celebration, but Mr. McGarigle secured the 
consent of a majority of the Commissioners 
and prepared an entertainment. At 2 p. m 
the patients sat down to a turkey dinner. 
Towards evening they were called to the 
amphitheatre. Nearlg one-half of the seats 
were occupied by inmates of the hospital 
and the balance were filled with visitors. 
On the floor of the amphitheatre stood the 
wheelchairs and beds of those children who 
could not leave them to take seats on the 
benches. The hall was decorated with flowers 
and fresh branches. The program was 
simple, but the audience was just in the 
humor for something plain and homelike, 
and enjoyed it thoroughly. About forty of 
the smaller children sang a few songs which 
had been taught them. They sang “ Hang 
Up the Baby’s Stocking,” “The Children’s 
King,“ a — 2 song, and Santa Claus.“ 
As they finished Santa Claus appeared at 
one of the windows near the ceilin 
and rang a bell and called for the chil- 
dren. A moment later a sleigh came 
rushing in on the main floor and on it stood 
Santa Claus—one of the physicians whose 
name his colleagues would not give out—sur- 
rounded by cases of toys, boxesof candy, and 
barrels of apples and oranges. Amid the ap- 
plause of the audience he — a bombard- 
ment of those around him. Two nurses, 
Misses Skugel and McAndrews, played a 
piano duet. As the patients filed out of the 
two doors they were provided with apples, 
oranges, and nuts. 


Elsewhere in the City. 


The day was observed at Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital with such services as the’ convales- 
cents could appreciate. The 105 patients in 
the institution were served with a handsome 
spread. Ald. Colvjn was present and made a 
brief address. 

Christmas was much the same as any other 
day at the Old People's Home on Indiana av- 
enue. At the dinner hour fifty-six old ladies 
sat down in silence at the Christmas board. 
They did not seem to care very much for the 
pleasures of the table, and most of them 
seemed touched rather by the memories of

At noon a Christmas dinner was 
served, but aside from this there 
was nothing to mark the day. 
None of the many parties who usually send 
donations did so, with the exception of a 
Norwegian society on the North Side, which 
sent out a quantity of sweet meats, popcorn, 
etc. The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, which has hitherto conducted the 
religious exercises of the season, failed to be 
on hand.

The Week in Berlin. 

Berniix, Dec. %.—!Copyright, 1886, James 
Gordon Bennett.|}—Christmas week was ush- 
ered in by heavy snowstorms, which covered 
the whole of Germany with their soft white 
mantic. On every side came stories of 
snowed-uv trains and belated travelers. 
Some cities—Dresden, for instance—were al- 
most cut off from the outer world for several 
days, while even Berlin had difficulty in 
communicating with the other European 
Capitals. In the Thiergarten, where nothing 
has been done to clear it away, the snow is 
lving over a foot deep. The promenade 
Unter den Linden and all the great streets 
of Berlin seemed paved with glittering 
crystals: the taunnenbäume in the market 
places and at the street corners were heavy 
with snowflakes and the air was filled with 
the cheery sound of sleigh and droschke 
bells. The Berlin churches, theatres, and 
bier hallen have been equally crowded this 
week. Seasonable sermons were preached at 
the Nicolaikirche, the Petrikirche, the Dom. 
and the other ugly but sacred edifices Christ- 
mas Eve, but had a less joyful tone than usual. 
and in several instances were studded with 
solemn allusions to the troubles and disasters 
Which may visit Europe before an- 
other Christmas is rung in. Christmas 
novelties at the Berlin theatres are few and 
far between. The Mikado,” as usual, has 
sufficed to fill Kroll’s Theatre. A new four-

Solemn Services in the St. Louis Jail, 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 25.—[Special ]—Never 
wasa congregation more orderly and atten- 
tive than that which attendcd the solemn 
high mass celebrated in jail this morning. 
The services were conducted by two Jesuit 
fathers, and every prisoner in jail was num- 
bered in the congregation. Some time ago a 
request was made on Jailer Siegmund for the 
privilege of holding the services, and it was 
granted. It was the first time in the history 


of the institution that such services were 
held there. Yesterday an altar arrived from 
the Sisters of Mercy, and this morning it 
was placed in the jail. It was a small altar, 
five feet wide, by about the same hight, and 
it was set just under the spiral staircase in 
the centre of the jail, known as the “ look- 
out.“ The prisoners, both male and female, 
white, Chinese, and negroes, stood ranged 
around the jail with their heads bared. They 
all looked serious and devout and there was 
no attempt made by any of them to make 
light of the services. he Rev. Father Van 
Krevel celebrated the mass, while the ser- 
mon was spoken by the Rev. Father Hoeffer, 
who used as his pulpit a table used by the 
guards as a dining table. It was a rather 
strange sight to see a clergyman clad in his 
priestly garments addressing a congregation 
from the top of a pine table, but it detracted 
none from the effectiveness of his remarks, 
which were listened to by the prisoners with 
the greatest attention. On the benches 
were seven murderers, six of whom 
had made their confessions to 
Father Gallagher yesterday, and five of 
whom received communion today. The mur- 
derers who received communion were Will- 
iam Hennessy, Bill Gooley, John O’Hara, 
Mike Gilmore, and Henry Landgraff. Billy 
Woods went to confession yesterday, but as 
he has not yet made his first communion 
could not receive communion this morning. 


A Feast for the Unfortunate. 

New York, Dec. 25.—[Special.]—The Com- 
missioners of Charities and Correction made 
a special effort to provide those under their 
care with something better than the usual 
fare today. There were ordered for the oc- 
casion 13,000 pounds of chicken, 3,500 pounds 
of turkey, fifty barrels of potatoes, forty of 
onions, twenty of pork, and ten of cranber- 
ries. Toys ard candy were sent to Randall’s 
Island forthe children. For the five district 
prisons, fowl, beef, onions, carrots, potatoes, 
and pies were furnished in liberal quantities. 
At Bellevue Hospital the wards were decor- 
Ated with Christmas trees and greens, and all 
of the 700 or more patients who were able ate 
a dinner of fowi with the usual accessories. 
The Deputy Warden of the Tombs got up a 
savory stew in the Tombs kitchen for the 425 
prisoners in that institution. The stew was 
sizzling in three big cauldrons, each of which 
contained ninety gailons. It was made up 
of 740 pounds of poultry, a barrel of pork, 
and bushels of potatoes. 


Gov. Oglesby's Tree for the Children. 

SprRincrieLp, III., Dec. 2.—{Special.]— 
Christmas has been observed generally at the 
State Capital. All departments at the State- 
House were closed and no business was 
transacted. There was no general business 
in the city. Gov. Oglesby put in a short time 
on his message, but most of the time was de- 
voted to the social amenities of the season. 
The Christmas-tree for the little folks, which 
the Governor’s family never omits, was a 
very jolly affair this evening, and the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion rang with the laughter of 
children. The Governor gave himself up to 
the sport and rollicked among the little folks 
like a boy. 


The Joliet Prisoners Happy. 

Jouret, III., Dec. 2.—[Special.|—The pris- 
oners confined in the penitentiary here were 
among the happiest people in Joliet today. 
The prison chapel was handsomely decorated 
with evergreens, flowers, and national colors, 
and apples and cigars were distributed in the 
morning, so that each convict had a plentiful 
supply. Inthe chapel an entertainment was 
given the convicts by the Orpheus Glee Club 
of Joliet, assisted by local comedy talent. 
The performance consisted of singing, with 
parodies and Happy local hits, interspersed 
with comedy, solos, duets, ete. The Christ- 
mas dinner was made up from 200 gallons of 
escaloped oysters, mashed potatoes, 1,600 
pounds of white biscuit, 300 gallons of coffee 
with sugar and milk, fifty barrels of apples, 
and 3,000 cigars. 


An Evening’s Amusement. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., Dec. 2%.—[Special.|—A 
most disgraceful’ fight occurred tonight be- 
tween members of the police force at their 
headquarters. Assistant Chief McKay was 
drunk and accused an officer of neglect of 
duty, which resulted in a row. Mayor Good- 
win was present and ordered McKay’s ar- 
rest, but, with adrawn revolver, he detied 
the officers. The Mayor called for his resig- 
nation, but it was refused. The City Mar- 
shal and McKay quarreled, and the Marshal 
hit him on the head witz a poker, whereupon 
another officer knocked the Marshal down 
twice. Nine officers were engaged in the 
méiée. For a long time ill feelings have ex- 
isted in the force. The Mayor will suspend 
all the participants in the row. 


Eight Men Wounded in a Fight. 

Troy, Mo., Dec. 25.—[Special.]—A desperate 
affray occurred in a saloon here this morn- 
ing, in which eight men were wounded, two 
of them fatally. Two rival gangs of country 
toughs from the Sugar Creek and Turkey 
Creek districts have had a feud of long stand- 
ing. Last night half a dozen members of 
each party began drinking and carousing in 
the various saloons, and at daylight the mur- 
derous work started. First knives were 
used, and as the wounded retreated into the 
street they were followed and shot down. 
The fight lasted fifteen minutes and fully 100 
shots were fired. All the physicians in town 
were pressed into service to keep the wound- 
ed men from bleeding to death. H. E. Wright 
is believed to be fatally stabbed. John Moran 
and Walter Shepherd were shot through the 
body and stabbed in the head. James Peo- 
ples, William Staples, and Charles Service 
were shot and cut. No arrests have yet been 
made, but the Sheriff is organizing a posse to 
apprehend the few who escaped without in- 
jury.

William Curran, Ex-Member of the School 
Board, and Prominent in Irish Cireles, 
Passes Away—James M. Love’s Death in 
California—Shepherd Knapp, the Wall 
Street Broker and Popular Horseman, 
Expires at New York—Other Obituary 
Notices, 

William N. Sturges, better known far and 
near in the commercial world as Jack 
Sturges, died yesterday morning at his apart- 
ments in the St. Benedict Hotel, No. 345. Chi- 
cago avenue. For more than a year he had 


been in feeble health, the result of a compli- 
cation of diseases which the doctors could 
not clearly define. He passed away : 
fully, surrounded by his family and friends, 
who did all that could be done to long his 
life. Mr. Sturges had an eventful career, 
and though justin the prime of life when 
stricken with disease, he had held a promi- 
nent place in the commercial circles of the 
country. a“ 

William G. Sturges was born in wey 
N. V., in May, 187 and there received his 
primary education. He was full of pluck, 
energy, and self-confidence, and when 15 
years of age was made Postmaster, in which 
capacity he served for two years. He then 
(in 1857) emigrated to Keokuk, Ia., and there 
entered the grocery business with William 
Close, Here he remained five or six years, 
and in this period built up the largest grocery 
business in the State and amassed consider- 
able money, being at one time consid 
worth $600,000 or 700, 000. In 1862 he married 
Miss Williams, a daughter of George Will- 
iams, a prominent citizen of Keokuk. He 
moved with his family to Chic in 1869, 
and entered the grain business. e soon be- 
came noted on the Board of Trade as a dar- 
ing and successful operator. and did an im- 
mense business. He became most noted 
through the great corn corner of July and 
August, 1874, in which he was the most prom- 
inent figure. In connection with B. F. Allen 
he began buying corn ostensibly for himself, 
the margin certificates being all drawn by 
the Cook County National Bank, of whic 
Allen was at that time President. It was 
subsequentiy discovered that Allen was run- 
ning the deal, though Sturges refused to ad- 
mit it, and bore the brunt of the blame him- 
self. The corner apes tern disastrously to its 
originator, Sturges refusing to fill his con- 
tracts, and the board passed a resolution to 
expel him. He carried the matter into the 
courts, where it ran until 1878, when 
he was expelled, but finally got back in 
July, 1879, on a writ of mandamus. 
Prior to this, and the 19th of March, 1878, 
Sturges went into bankruptcy, scheduling 
116,000 of debts and no assets beyond some 
equities in mor d lands. In 1880 he went 
back to Iowa and began running the Keokuk 
Elevator Company, a partnership affair be- 
tween himself and wife. He got into trouble 
on charges of issuing warehouse receipts for 
grain when there was no grain on hand. 
There was a deal of and some liti- 
gation, but Sturges finally proved his inno- 
cence. Very soon after this and in the same 
year of 1881 he went to New York as nt of 
Chicago houses to teach the New-Yorkers 
how to speculate on the Chicago Board of 
Trade, but his transactions were not satis- 
factory and he returned to Chi a year 
ago. r. Sturges leaves four children—a 
married daughter, two young daughters, and 
ason about grown, all residents of this city. 
He had but littie of his former possessions 
left at the time of his demise. The body will 
be taken to Saratoga for burial Monday. 


William Curran. 

William Curran, an old and esteemed resi- 
dent, died yesterday morning at his late resi- 
dence, No. 788 South Halsted street, of pneu- 
monia, after an illness of but three days. Mr. 
Curran had been for nineteen’ years m the 
employ of John V. Farwell & Co., and two 
years ago embarked in business for himself 
in the firm of Delany & Curran, pork k- 
ers. Mr. Curran was born in Boston, Mass., 
in 1847, and was the son of Denis Curran, a 
bailiff under Sheriff Matson. Mr. Curran has 
held many public offices of trust. Mayor 
Harrison appointed him a member of the 
— * of Education. He was President of 
the Irish-American Council for three succes- 
sive terms, County Delegate of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians of Cook Coun- 
ty, President of Division No. 4, A. O. H.. 
President of the Sixth Ward Branch Irish 
National League, and a prominent member 
of Wendell Phillips Lodge A. O. U. W., the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society, the Cook County 
Democratic Club, and the Irish-American 
Club. He was also the Democratic candidate 
for Clerk of the Appellate Court in 1884. 

His funeral will take place, from his late 
residence Monday at 9 a. m. under the 
auspices of Division No.4, A. O. H., and 
Wendell Phillips Lodge A. O. U. W. 
All members of the A. 0. H. in 
Cook Coonty, the members of the Board 
of Education, the Cook County Democratic 
and Irish-American Clubs, and all the various 
Irish societies are expected to be present. 
The societies will assemble at the hall of 
Division No. 4, A. O. H., corner Canalport 
avenue and Union street, at 8:30 a. m., and 
proceed to the residence and thence to the 
Church of the Sacred Heart, corner Nine- 
teenth and Johnson streets, where the pastor, 
the Rey. Father Bronsgeest, will celebrate 
the solemn high mass of requiem, The 
funeral procession will proceed to the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Depot and the 
remains will be interred in Calvary Cemetery. 
Mr. Curran’s aged mother was buried in 
Calvary Cemetery Friday last.

Shepherd F. Knapp. 

New York, Dec. 3.— [Special. I— Shepherd 
F. Knapp one of the best judges of the stock 
market and of good horse flesh that New 
York ever boasted died at 2 a. m. today, after 
five weeks’ painful and trying illness. Ey- 
erybody knew Shepherd Knapp. In Wall 
street he was a notable figure; “on the 
road’? he was a hero; everywhere he had 
friends abundant. Though he was only 54 
years old—he was born in August, 1832 
—he had a fund of anecdotes and rem- 
iniscences of men and things of this 
city that made him at all times. and 
in all places a popular companion. 
Mr. Knapp went into business when very 
young, and before he was 21 years old he was 
a partner with his brother in the leather 
business. Later he made other ventures. 
Men with important business interests put 
confidence in him. He even found time to 
take a flyer“ in politics, and in 1862 he be- 
came a Street Commissioner. . In 1871 he was 
appointed receiver of the famous old Bowl- 
ing Green Savings Bank, an unsavory re- 
minder of the days when 's ring ruled. 
Just after the War Mr. app joined 
the Stock Exchange. He h a clear 
head, and came to recognized 29 
as a safe adviser in things financial. 
When he opened a brokerage office he 
got lots of patron and his income was 
very large. His special joy was a horse. 
No man in town knew so much about horse- 
flesh as to neglect the opinions of Shepherd, 
Knapp, and not more as a judge than asa 
manager was he at the front.

Taken a Lofty Tumble—Its Supposed 
Numerical Strength Derided—The Action 
vf Powderly and the General Executive 
Board Sharply Criticised—The Arraign- 
ment of the Order by Mr. Gompers. 

New York, Dec. 25.—[Special.]—The Times 
says: “The Knights of Labor have taken a 
lofty tumble within a year. Ninc months ago 
they were considered a powerful organiza- 
tion. Nothing was known of their strength 
in numbers by the public. The latter has dis- 
covered that their numbers were not known 
even to themselves. This extraordinary 
ignorance ou their part was due to their slip- 
shod method, but the public is to be pardoned 
for crediting an order so well trained in the 
practice of blowing its own horn with at least 
a moderate amount of good management. The 
public has long since discovered its error, and 
18 now astonished that it could, even for a 
short time, have been blinded to the real 
character of an organization that has through 
its leaders in an inconceivably brief period 
demonstrated its. thorough unfitness for the 
task which it arrogated to itself, and 
shown itself to be instead of an 
army of organized labora mob of stragglers. 
When the Knights decided to try conclusions 
with Jay Gould, the public looked for a con- 
test between two antagonists who were be- 
lieved to be perfectly equipped for a desperate 
trial of strength and endurance. At the out- 
set public sympathy was with the Knights. 
Their side of the story happened to first reach 
the public ear. It was untrue, but the Knights 
have since shown that a perversion of facts, 
when it is likely to give them an advantage, 
is by them considered not only allowable, but 
is regarded in the light of avirtue. They de- 
clared their belief that their fight was just 
and that they would win it. The Tunes was 
the first newspaper to prove the falsity of 
their claim and to demonstrate how flimsy 
was the ground upon which they based their 
hopes of victory. When the tide turned and 
the General Executive Board grew desperate 
at the result of its own incompetency—not to 
use a harsher term—its members threatened 
to paralyze the industries of the country, if 
it were necessary to do so, in order to win. 

„The threat was en balderdash. They 
then talked of the millions of Knights in 
this country and Canada, and of the immense 
sums that would be contributed for the su 
port of the railroad strikers in the South- 
west. It is now known that the millions 
never had any existence, and that immense 
sums of money were not contributed. A 
— deal of money was sent to St. Loui 

owever, but that it was judiciously p 
by the General Executive Board is 
not a widespread belief among Knights 
in the Southwest. The Knights were 
beaten and thousands of them 
were rendered homeless by the action of the 
men upon whom they depended for advice 
and assistance. The District Assembly of 
which the strikers were members was No. 
101. It was a strong assembly, and covered 
an immense territory. It has no existence 
today except in name. Itsmembership is scat- 
te and without faith in the order which 

romised somuch and performed so little. 

is strike is but one of many which resulted 
disastrously to the Knights. If Powderly or 
his lieutenants were to be believed, would 
such a result be possible! The question can 
only be answe in the negative. 

“When Powderly made an uncalled-for 
and vicious attack upon Samuel Gompers he 
created an enemy who has alrendy shown 
his ability to more than hold his own 
and who seems to have neither respect for 
the leaders nor fear of the order of the 
— of Labo... Mr. Gompers has recently 
said : 

“The strikes of the collar and cuff laundry peo- 
ple at Cohoes, the clothing cutters of New York, 
the railroad people of the Southwest, the beef 
and pork butchers of Chicago, which the General 
Executive Board of the Knights of Labor have 
hadin charge, have all had one result—that 
when the employers refused to accede to the 
terms of the working people the board has ac- 
ceded tothe demands of the employers. 

„Neither Mr. Powderly nor any member of 
his Executive Board has made any reply to 
the accusation contained in the above state- 
ment, but serious as that accusation is it is 
not more so than the following, also made 
by Gompers: ‘It is a matter of public noto- 
riety that the order from Mr. Powderly that 
the Chicago butchers should return to work 
was made public quite a time before the offi- 
cers of the order in Chicago received it. I 
do not charge that Mr. Powderly was bribed,’ 
adds Mr. Gompers, to betray the interests 
of the working people, but I assert that a 
man in his position who was bribed could 
do the work of the employers no bet- 
ter.’ This is not flattering to Mr. Powderly, 
and generally when he has been treated as an 
ordinary, every day, American citizen, he 
has seen fit to enter a protest. If he imagines 
that Gompers’ statements, which Mr. Gom- 
pers feelingly explains are not charges, have 
not been widely discussed he is mistaken. 
He is known to have taken cognizance of 
matters of much less importance to him and 
to his order, and the wonder is general that 
if Mr. Gompers does not stand on very firm 
ground he does not begin action for libel, both 
criminal and civil, against the trades union- 
ist. It may be that the matter will be brought 
to his attention in an official way. Knights 
of Labor seem determined to investigate cer- 
tain matters connected with the pork-pack- 
ers’ strike which they cannot understand. 

Less than a year Mr. Powderly con- 
sidered himself beyond the pale of criticism. 
He reserved the right, however, to egpress 
his opinion of others. But he believed that 
he stood on a pedestal; the Statue of Liberty 
is quite squat in comparison with the hight 
he felt he had attained during the Richmond 
session. He had been paid $1,500 a year; he 
was promised 85,000 for the same period. He 
had no legal right to the increase. It 
was unconstitutional, and that the entire pro- 
ceeding$ of the assembly were not regular 
was due to him. He was aware that the con- 
stitution could not be lawfully changed unless 
the local assemblies in the order gave their 
consent. He was warned of this in 
time by Knights who had less faith 
in him than members should possess 
in the head of the order. Since the Rich- 
mond Convention Mr. Powderly has not 
found favor with the order. At the com- 
mand of the Home Club the General Execu- 
tive Board refused to give a charter to the 
Brooklyn Knights who had become tired of 
the rule of District Assembly No. 49 of this 
city, though the charter had been promised 
by the Richmond assembly. The Brooklyn 
Knights have organized without a charter, 
and they have made bitter enemies of No. 49 
by refusing to pay a ver capita tax of % 
cents into a building fund. The example of 
No. 49 in making an assessment has been fol- 
lowed by Mr. Powderly, who has made it 
general.’

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THE TRUE OBSERVANCE OF CHRISTMAS. 

The old Christmas poem of our childhood 
ran in this strain: 

*T was the night before Christmas, and all through 
the house 
Not a creature was stirring. not even a mouse. 
The Were bung by the chimney with 
«in hopes that St. Nicholas would soon be there. 
Now that Christmas is over it is time fora 
little sober Sunday talk on its abuses in the 
matter of gift-making. Christmas, in its 
inception and for a long time thereafter, was 
a day devoted, first, to the bestowal of gifts 
upon those who need them; and, second, to 
social cheer in the home life. The latter pe- 
culiarity still remains, but the former has 
almost passed into what the President would 
call “innocuous desuetude.” Society, fashion, 
and luxurious competition are rapidly mak- 
ing Christmas the most tyrannical and ex- 
acting day in the year. It goes without say- 
ing that the rich are best able to make gifts, 
and it is among them, and to a considerable 
extent also among the well-todo middle 
class, that competition has become despotic 
and is rapidly perverting the true spirit of 
Christmas. One of its most demoralizing 
effects is seen among children, and it is il- 
Justrated in the Christmas celebration made 
By Secretary Whitney Friday evening for 
the society children of Washington. The 
gorgeous splendor of that occasion and the 
cosily and luxurious gifts bestowed upon 
them will make them impatient of any 
Christmas in the future that does not equal 
orsurpass it. In fact, these children, all of 
whom live in luxurious homes, are rapidly 
being taught to measure Christmas not by 
ihe happiness of a child's kind which it 
should bring, but by the cost of the gifts 
they may secure. In one sense itis a sordid 
day for them, which begets avariciousness 
and luxurious anticipation. 
How much better 1s it with the adults? The 
beneficiaries of Christmas, as a rule, are 
those who do not need the expensive gifts 
showered upon them. Worse than this, the 
practice entails obligations which must be 
satisfied at the risk of béing set down as 
miserly. The gifts themselves give no satis- 
Jaction. In these days of plenty the houses 
of society are already so crammed with cost- 
ly and beautiful things that it is difficult to 
move about in them without breaking some- 
Shing. It is difficult to add anything more 
without duplicating. One more fine book, pict- 
ure, or piece of bric-à-brac is of no account. 
It is looked at for a moment and if worthy to 
be retained is laid aside to be forgotten, or if 
unworthy is thrown away or pressed into 
service as a gift for some one else. The 
donor takes no pleasure in the giving, as it is 
compulsory, and the beneficiary has still less, 
@s he has to pay it back in equal value. 
Would it not be better, therefore, on the 
next Christmas to make an effort to restore 
the day to its legitimate purposes, to remem- 
ber one’s friends and intimates with some 
pretty trifle and bestow the substantial gifts 
of the day upon those who need them, and 
thus saveall the worry, expense, and exasper- 
ation which are now its outcome and relieve 
the day of its overwhelming burdens! Make 
the day one of mirth and merriness and good 
‘will, but let its benefactions principally take 
me direction of quiet, ungstentatious Chris- 
dan charity. Let its gifts embrace a little 
less gold and plush and satin and ceramics 
Tor those who do not need them and a little 
more food and clothes and substantial com- 

_. forts for the poor and toys and Christmas 

dees for their children. So long as children 
as = what Christmas is, or when told that 


Christmas is coming reply, “ What of it?” 
as was found by Tun Trireune reporters in 
their slumming tours, so long Christmas is 
not properly observed in Chicago. 


SHAKSPEARE’S INSOMNIA. 

It is a significant tribute to the cleverness 
of Mr. Franklin H. Head’s little brochure, 
„ Shakspeare’s Insomnia and the Causes 
Thereof,” that the new edition bears the 
triple imprint of Boston, New York, and Chi- 
cago. It will be remembered that the origi- 
nal was read before the Literary Club of this 
city, and made such a hit that the Maxwells 
issued a private edition at the request of the 
club for the use of its members. Its fame, 
however, soon spread abroad, and it attract- 
ed such general attention and comment as to 
call for a second edition for general circula- 
tion.. Mr. Head first assumes from internal 
evidence. in the plays that Shakspeare was 
troubled with insomnia, and then seeks to es- 
tablish the causes. This he doesin a series 
of letters purporting to have been written to 
the poet by his contemporaries and contained 
in “the recently discovered Southampton 
Shakspeare collection,” copies of which Mr. 
Head sets forth he secured from Mr. John 
Barnacle, Tenth Assistant Sub-Secretary of 
the British Museum. From these letters it 
appears that Shakspeare had indorsed for a 
friend and was badgered by the attorneys to 
pay the note; that he had invested in stocks 
and his margins were absorbed; that he had 
been harassed by a strike at the Globe Thea- 
tre; and that he had become involved in do- 
mestic wretchedness by reason of female al- 
lurements. These, Mr. Head thinks, were 
sufficient reasons why Shakspeare could not 
sleep. 

It is probable that Mr. Head never supposed 
any one would take these letters for genuine, 
but wrote the little essay as a pleasant relax- 
ation between business hours, with no idea 
of taxing any one’s credulity. Strange to say, 
however, certain practical, hard-headed, and 
unimaginative editors swallowed the unin- 
tended bait outright and gravely commented 
upon the letters. Others doubted their gen- 
uineness and sought to show that they con- 
flicted with what is known of the poet’s life 
and social and professional environments. 
Even so excellent a periodical as the Literary 
World, the recognized organ of culture and 
polite learning at the “ Hub,’’ hailed the dis- 
covery of these letters with acclamation and 
was glad that they shed new light upon the 
plays and added so largely to our scanty 
stock of information concerning Shakspeare. 
Probably there are many other persons who 
are alternating between certainty and un- 
certainty and will not exactly know whether 
Shakspeare’s contemporaries or Mr. Head 
wrote these charmingly conceived epistles. 

The new edition contains an additional let- 
ter, purporting to have been written by Lord 
Bacon to Shakspeare, which will be certain 
to arrest the attention if not to invite the 
wrath of Ignatius Donnelly as a scandal upon 
his cipher. We have never been exactly 
certain whether the Honorable Ignatius him- 
self may not be engaged wpon a stupendous 
hoax and laughing in his sleeve at the efforts 
of people to trace the intricate windings of 
his eryptogram. But if not, we can imagine 
his disgust as he reads in Bacon’s letter: 


lam minded to now advert to another topic 
from the tale told me by Southampton that thou 
wert presently to publish a volume of thy sugared 
sonnets. May 1 pray thee that this collection 
compass not the two sonnets written by thee for 
me in laud of our Queen Elizabeth and the one of 
this morning’? As thou knowest, these first were 
presented to our gracious sovereign as mine own, 
and did so pleasure her as to chiefly prosper my 
advancement. 


But, further, what will Donnelly say to this: 


Withal I have rendered to thee somewhat of 
recompense, as I have spoken at sundry times to 
her gracious Majesty and to our present anointed 
sovere of thy dramas, and fostered as best I 
might thy — when they crossed not mine 
own. Sol trust this boon may be awarded me, 
and that my borrowed splendors may not be 
stripped aw ‘Thy immeasurable superiority, 
as n evidenced in the sonnet to the — 
May, has fixed anew my resolve as to my 
destined fieid of labor. Not for my brow s ail 
be woven the poet's garland of bays. 


Mr. Head is to be heartily congratulated on 
the stir he has made in literary circles and 
the popular success which bis bright little 
book has obtained. He has made a contribu- 
tion to ——— — of its kind.

CARDINAL GIBBONS on Law AND LABOR. \ 

Cardinal Gibbons is the leading representa- 
tive of the Roman Catholic Church in Ameri- 
ca, a position which he holds, not only in vir- 
tue of his being the Archbishop of the oldest 
diocese, but also on account of his great learn- 
ing, piety, prudence, and zeal. A little while 
ago he was promoted tothe position of Prince 
of the Church, as a token of the high appre- 
ciation in which his eminent virtues and qual- 
ifications are held atthe Papal Court. The 
views of so distinguished a member of the 
Roman ierarchy on the leading question of 
the day—the question of the relations of 
labor and capital—cannot but have an impor- 
tant influence on the public opinion of the 
country. His views must have a specially 
marked effect on the members of his own 
communion, who, for many reasons not nec- 
essary to inquire into here, constitute a very 
large percentage of the working people of 
the United States. The Cardinal appreciates 
the duties of the position which he occupies, 
and as a conservator of morals and as an 
upholder of the law has taken frequent ac- 
casion to express his views. He did not hes- 
itate last summer, after the bomb-throw ing 
in Chicago, to express his abhorrence of the 
ruffians who perpetrated that fouldeed and 
of those who egged them on. He at the same 
time took occasion to warn his people against 
the Socialistic and Anarchistic emissariés, 
and appealed to them to give no countenance 
or encouragement to their teachings. 

Last Sunday, again, he made the dedication 
of a Catholic church for a Bohemian congre- 
gation in his archdiocese the occasion for ) 
very plain talk on the same and kindred sub- 
jects. He was no doubt moved to this be- 
cause, unfortunately for themselves, the Bo- 
hemian Roman Catholics, who since the time 
of Husa) who antedated Luther, have been 
skeptical, listened too eagerly or too easily to 
the teachings of the preachers of social war 
and Anarchy, and as a consequence gave too 
many recruits to the legions of disorder and 
lawlesness. In words of solemn earnestness 
the Cardinal pointed out to the Bohe- 
mian Catholics that in this country they en- 
joyed all the blessings of civil, religious, and 
industrial liberty, and that they owed the 
Government which bestowed such blessings 
in return the most devoted loyalty. He 
said: 

You have not onlya duty of religion to dis- 
charge to your God, but also of lo alty to your 
adopted country and to this city in which you 
have cast yourlot. Strive to be law-abiding Citi- 
zens; study and obey the laws of the country; be 
always in harmony witb the spirit of its institu- 
tions; set your face against those pernicious 
schools of Anarchy, Nihilism, and Socialism. and 
other dangerous organizations, whose apostles 
are striving to destroy but make no eflort to 
build up and strengthen the glorious edifice — 


constitutional freedom in which all alike, both 
native and foreigner, find a home and g shelter. 


He urged them also as good citizens to 
treat with respect and courtesy the customs 
of their adopted country, and to respect the 
feelings of those among whom their lot was 
cast, and took occasion to specially commend 
their course in refraining from parading the 
streets with bands Sundays when people 
of other creeds were engaged in public wor- 
ship. As we would not,” he said, “like to 
have our religious devotions disturbed by 
others, neither should we disturb the public 
worship of our brethren.” This is a precept 
which cannot be too often repeated to some 
of our foreign-born citizens, who arrogantly 
assert what they call their “rights” at the 
expense of the comfort and convenience of 


, others.

This is language which might be repeated 
with propriety and profit from every pulpit— 
Catholic and Protestant—in the United States, 
from every labor platform, and at every as- 
sembly of citizens. 

The Cardinal's wise words will ne doubt 
have a very considerable effect among his co- 
religionists. His sermon ought to be widely 
circulated among them. What a pity it is 
that equally earnest and sober truths are not 
addressed to congregations in cities where 
the apostles of disorder are more aggressive, 
their dupes more numerous, and where so 
many of the latter are of the nationality 
whom Cardinal Gibbons addressed last Sun- 


day at Baltimore.

LIGHT PROBLEMS. 

The statement was made in Tux Trisunr 
a few days ago that one-half of a ray of light 
is absorbed in the passage through seven feet 
of thé purest water. This not only explains 
why it is dark at the bottom of the deep 
ocean, but also includes a fact which consti- 
tutes the chief obstacle to the construction 
of larger and more powerful telescopes than 
any that have been yet made. It is assumed 
by many people that the mechanical trouble 
is the only one that stands in the way of 
building more powerful telescopes and larger 
cannon, and that this obstacle is being grad- 
ually surmounted by the inventive genius 
of man. But it is easy to see that 
the larger the lens, to give the requisit de- 
gree of bending to the light ray, the greater 
must be its thickness. In other words, the 
increased area of the object glass, the func- 
tion of which is the gathering of light from 
the object, involves also an increase in the 
quantity of light that is absorbed in the pas- 
sage through the lens, and a point must ulti- 
mately be reached where the disadvantage 
from the latter feature will grow faster than 
the advantage from increasing the area. A 
little mathematical calculation is sufficient to 
show. that this limit is arrived at when the 
diameter of the object glass is about three 
feet, that being the size of the one now in 
transit towards its resting-place at the Lick 
Observatory. 

There is only one way in which this diffi- 
culty can be surmounted, if at all. It is by 
the use of some other material than the glass 
now employed—something that will perform 
the required bending with a smaller expend- 
iture of the light force it is wanted to refract 
to a focus at the eye end of the tube. The 
accounts recently published about the discov- 
ery of a new method of making glass may 
raise the hope that the solution to the prob- 
lem has at last been found, but one cannot 
be too sure about it till more dennit informa- 
tion is received in regard to what the new 
glass is and what it will do. For aught that 
is now known it may yet be ages before the 
race will achieve another important step in 
this direction, just as it was for so many 
years feared that the limits of mathematical 
investigation of the movements of the heav- 
enly bodies had been reached, and must rest 
where it is till some genius arises to invent a 
new calculus. 

Fortunately, however, an increase of 
knowledge in this direction is not necessary 
to the peace of the human mind nor to the 
progress of the race towards happiness, 
physical and intellectual. To alleviate the 
misery of the unfortunate poor, to give to 
every child in the land the opportunity to 
learn to read well, and to help the working 
classes to understand the fundamental prin- 
ciples of political economy are of ten thousand 
times more consequence than would be the 
opening up of communication with the planet 
Mars, or even an increase of optical power to 
the point necessary to enable us to see that 
he is inhabited. And these are channels of 
improvement which are open to us to 
follow, while the other is at pres- 
ent closed. It is also worth while 
to remember that he who helps the 
progress of the race along these paths to 
greater comfort and higher enjoyment min- 
isters to his own happiness in even greater 
ratio {Man that in which he contributes to the 
welfare of his fellow mortals. Perhaps some 
of our readers will be more inclined to ap- 
preciate the force of these remarks now that 
the presence of the Christmas season is uni- 
versally recognized as inviting practical ex- 
pressions of the wish for peace on earth and 
good will towards all men. We only see as 
through a glass, darkly, if wedo not discern 
the force of this truth at all times and sea- 
sons, butitis far better to feel a thrill of 
philanthropic philosophy once a year than 
not at all.

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GROWTH OF THE GAMBLING HABIT. 

In a recent letter from New York “Gath” 
treats the growth of the mania for specula- 
tion—or rather gambling—as one of the most 
characteristic and alarming features of the 
time. Thirty years ago gambling was held 
in general detestation in all parts of the 
country, except perhaps a few States in the 
South, and there were few terms of greater 
opprobrium than “blackleg.”. “ The Game- 
ster“ was then a play of great popularity in 
all the theatres, but the piece has been jont 
withdrawn from the boards, the term “ black’ 
leg is becoming obsolete, and the distinc- 
tion between three-card monte and opera 
tions in the stock market grows fainter 
every year. The gambling mania has spread 
through all classes of American society, and 
the vice which is now styled “speculation” 
has become fairly incorrigible. Few broad, 
sweeping sermons are preached against gam- 
bling nowadays, but it is nevertheless a 
species of blood-poisoning which threatens to 
corrupt the entire commercial life of the 
United States. 

Two illustrations of the gambling mania 
are still fresh in public recollection—the 
“boom” in the San Francisco Mining Ex- 
change and the “flurry” in railroad stocks 
in New York. Without any increase in the 
product of the Western mines or proof that 
new deposits of great value had been found 
the stock market in San Francisco began to 
Hy upward under the manipulations of prac- 


Clerks, bartenders, hackmenj; policemen, and 
servant-maids “cleaned up” large sums in 
the general scramble, but the collaspe came 
in a short time, and crowds of “ dark-browed 
men and hysterical women” gurrounded the 
offices of the broken brokers. There is good 
reason to believe this boom“ was planned 
by stock-gamblers nearly two years ago. Ex- 
pert gamesters laid the plot, and the general 
mania for gambling enabled them to carry it 
out when a favorable opportunity occurred. 
The recent decline in railroad stocks in New 
York, foolishly attributed to the probable 
adoption of the Inter-State Commerce bill, 


was another instance showing the strength 
of the gambling mania and the success of 
‘operators in advancing interest rates and 
creating a temporary scarcity of loanable 
capital. Nearly everything can be turned to 
the service of the gamblers—floods, drouth, 
the report of a Congressional committee, or 
the expected decision of a court. Widespread 
as the gambling passion is, it can be excited 
into activity by the most remote, insignifi- 
cant occurences. 

But the form of speculation most disastrous 
to the country is that which deals with the 
great necessaries of life and forms pools’”’ 
and “corners” to control the supply of food 


‘and fuel, and in many cases robs both pro- 


ducer and consumer for the benefit of inter- 
mediate gamesters. Persons engaged in such 
acts are not only gamblers but conspirators, 
who violate the laws for the punishment of 
erime ; but the public conscience has become 
so debauched by the gambling mania that 
such offenders are rarely brought into court. 
Meanwhile gambling alliances to fix prices 
and control the necessaries of life are obtain- 
ing greater power and the manipulators of the 
markets cut thicker slices from the loaves of 
the poor. The methods of gambling are 
growing keener and more rigorous, yet the 
very persons most affected by lawless trade 
conspiracies are slow to see the analogy be- 
tween a bunko scheme and the methods of a 
„pool“ or “corner.” The time will soon 
come when all the forces of law and public 
opinion must be used to hedge in, check, and 
punish the gambling passion, while fit penal- 
ties are awarded gamesters of every class. 


TENNYSON’S LATEST POEM, 


The latest poem of the Laureate Tennyson, 


“Locksley Hall Sixty Years After,“ has been 
given to our readers entire. Loag as it is, it 
will bear careful reading, for, while it has not 
the smooth and stately flow of the poet’s verse 
during the splendid prime of his genius,nor the 
buoyancy and enthusiasm of his youth, stall 
it unquestionably contains many powerful 
passages and many prophetic utterances 
which will long be remembered. 

A short time before his death our own un- 
laureated poet, Longfellow, wrote a poem, 
Morituri Salutamus,“ which he read to the 
young men of his alma mater. It was the 
greeting of one about to die to those just 
about to enter upon the busy scenes of life. 
It was a touching and tender benediction, 
which showed that age as well as youth could 
be beautiful. It was the reflection of a life 
fullof singular charm and loveliness. The 
color in his evening sky was quietly fading 
out, but it was as soft and lucent as those 
which were broadening and brightening on 
the morning horizons of those for 
whom the old poet was singing his 
vesper hymn. The Tennysonian poem stands 
in strong contrast. It is evidently an adieu 
to a world which he does not understand or 
admire. He is irritated and exasperated by 
it and he hurls strong denunciations at de- 
mocracy, both at home and abroad, some of 
them unfortunately warranted, some of them 
the outcome of his Toryism and inborn con- 
servatism. The hopes and promises which 
used to ring out so exultantly in his earlier 
poems have changed to gibe and sneer. The 
tenderness and beauty of the early muse 
have turned into octogenarian bitterness, ir- 
ritation, and peevishness. He has set him- 
self like a flint against the spirit of the age, 
the forward movement of the world, the up- 
rising of the masses, and the democratic 
drift in politics. His vision is not broad 
enough to look forward to the new forms 
which will come out of the present seething 
and agitation orto recognize the upward 
movement into larger liberty which is always 
preceded by the pangs of travail in this old 
world. To him those who are leading the 
way are but “tonguesters.”” He can only de- 
spairingly confess: 

Forward rang the voices then, and of the many 
mine was one; 

Let us hush this cry of Forward till ten thousand 
years have gone. 

This is the very essence of pessimism, and 
yet all those who still love Tennyson will not 
fail to be touched by its pathos. 


Nay, your pardon, Cry your “ Forward; yours 
are hope and youth; but 1— 

Eighty winters leave the dog too lame to follow 
with the cry. 


Lame and old and past his time and passing now 
into the night; 

Yet I would the rising race were half as eager for 
the light. 


Now and then the “ gray thoughts” change 
and the old poet forgets he is the laureate 
and the lord and gives us such verses as 
these, which are worthy of his best days: 
Plowman, shepherd, have I found, and more than 

once and still could find, 


Sons of God and kings of men, utter nobleness 
of mind. 


Truthful, trustful, looking upward to the prac- 
ticed hustings har; 

So the higher wicids the lower, while the lower 
is the higher. 


Here and there a cotter's babe is royal born by 
right divine; 

Here and there my lord is lower than his oxen or 
his swine. 


And again his wrath flames out in such 
ringing, burning words as these: 


There among the glooming alleys Progress halts 
on palsied feet, 

Crime and hunger cast out maidens by the thou- 
sand on the street; 


There the master scrimps his haggard sempstress 
of her daily bread, 

There : omate sordid attic holds the living and

ORNAMENTALS IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The proposition to introduce typewriting 
into the public schools, to be taught at the 
expense of the taxpayers, is of a piece with 
the policy that has had almost full swing in 
the Board of Education of this city for many 
years past. The governing desire seems to 
be to cater ta the wishes of the highly culti- 
vated” people who teach the etceteras, or 
want to teach them, and neglect the funda- 
mentals. The folks who are unwise enough 
to advocate this policy, or indorse its active 
advocacy by others, do so in utter forgetful- 
ness of the basic principle of the Republic— 
The greatest good to the greatest num ber.“ 
They are practically, if not intentionally, 
aiming at the cultivation of the mental facul- 
ties in afew to the comparative neglect of 
the many. The success of their scheme would 
be the establishment of an aristocracy of in- 
tellect at the expense of the great public, and 
encouraging that few, educated at the ex- 


pense of the general taxpayer, to say to him: 


Stand aside; I am wiser than than.” 

The present public-school educational sys- 
tem of this city contains two highly mischiev- 
ous features. The first is already ad verted 
to- namely: the allowing of many to grow up 
in ignorance of the use of pen and book that 
a few may be taught Latin, French, German, 
geometry, algebra, music, painting, etc., 
which ought to be taught in private school or 
not at all. The second mischievous feature 
is that the great majority of those who are 
thus educated to the exclusion of the rest

are spoiled for e labor. They graduate 
from the high-school with the idea that 
they know too much for*the foundry or ma- 
chine-shop, or the carpenter's, or shoe- 
maker’s, or toiler’s bench, and must obtain 
employment as salesclerks, or bookkeepers, 
or journalists, and that failing in that they 
are justified in loafing rather than “descend” 
to the level of the mechanic. Instead of be- 
ing taught the dignity of honest labor they 
really learn to despise it. The consequence 
is that the business world 1s overrun with ap- 
plications for clerkships, while the surplus 
talént surges over into the ranks of the can- 
vassers and other classes who are more of 
a nuisance to society than, a benefit to 
it. Nor does the evil end there. This able- 
bodied “talent” crowds to the wall the 
best deserving among the workers who but 
for it would have a chance to rise from the 
general level by virtue of their proved adapt- 
ability or because of physical unfitness for 
hard work. The public schools have already 
turned out more persons capable of writing 
shorthand, keeping books; and teaching mu- 
sic or the languages than can find employ- 
ment, and an equally large surfeit of type- 
writers and telegraph operators have been 
graduated elsewhere. It is about time to call 
a halt in the process of adding to the number 
at the expense of the public and begin to try 
to educate a generation of scholars able to 
read and willing to work. 

It may safely be assumed that the educa- 
tion of one pupil in the so-called higher 
branches not only lessens his willingness to 
be useful at whatever may turn up, but ex- 
cludes at least tree others from the oppor- 
tunity of learning to read, write, and cipher, 
without which no one in these days can expect 
to act the part of a good citizen. The teaching 
of the ornamentals to three hundred means, 

lat least in this city, that one or two thousand 

poor children are debarred from the priv- 
lege of learning how to enjoy a book or news- 
paper, and thus shut out from the ability to 
become wise by a judicious course of reading 
during their leisure hours. The teaching of 
the ornamentals requires more room and 
higher-priced talent than does instruction 
in the rudiments, which is all that 
the State owes to its citizens. Everything 
else ought to be left to private enterprise or 
philanthropy, like that which has established 
our universities and manual-training schools. 
Those who are willing to give of their abun- 
dance for the founding or maintaining of 
such institutions deserve encouragement and 
honor; but one of the last things that should 
be insisted upon bya Legislature in a free 
country is that the average taxpayer be 
forced to contribute to the education of the 
children of other people in such branches as 
will disqualify the pupil for hard work and 
lead him to look on that taxpayer as an in- 
ferior mortal too ignorant to be worthy of 
his notice. | 


Ir is more than probable that the explana- 
tion which Lord Randolph Churchill’s friends 
will offer to the public as to why he resigned 
his position will show that the British civil 
service is not the beautiful thing that it has 
been painted by thé mugwump organs of the 
United States.

The tracks of Cummings had been 
very closely followed up by Robert Pinkerton 
ever since the robbery, and it was discovered 
some weeks ago that he was infatuated with 
a frail woman of St. Louis who was prepar- 
ing to move to Chicago. Her movements 
were closely watched, and she was soon lo- 
cated at a house on Halsted street near Madi- 
son. Shortly after Jim Cummings wrote 
his last letter to St. Louis three 
strange men arrived in Chicago and 
took up their residence at the same house as 
the woman from St. Louis. They were 
rough-looking fellows with the swaggering 
gait peculiar to brakemen. They kept very 
quiet during the first week of their stay in the 
city, but after that began to frequent gam- 
bling-houses and other notorious resorts. 
The lavish manner in which they spent their 
money attracted the attention of occupants

A BUSINESS EVIL THAT SEEMS DEs- 
TINED TO RUIN THE NATION. 


The Growing Mania for All Kinds of Spec- 
ulation—Wall Street Wolves and En- 
lien Lambse—Locking Up Ten Millions 
of Money and Bleeding the Pinched— 
Baleful Influence of the £ystem on Pub- 
lic and Private Morals—What Shouid Be 
Done. 


New York, Dec. 25.—[{Gath.]—Speculation 
is bent on ruining this country, and, though 
this is an old statement, new evidence every 
day impresses it. For instance, the brokers 
of New York, who are recruited from the 
gamblers of all parts of America, have re- 
cently been establishing offices in Great Brit- 
ain, and the British, notwithstanding their 
long experience, are peculiarly fresh on 
tricks such as three-card monte and bunko. 
The British people stay at home and make 
their money by assiduous application to some 
particular thing, substituting for haste an 
extra hour of labor, steadiness, and the per- 
sistence of generations. You can find able 
men in England who have never been in Lon- 
don, and yet are rich. You can see in manv- 
facturing firms there the father looking at 
his son with some surprise that he has just 
come from London, where the old man has 
never been in his life. I would not make this 
statement but that I have repeatedly met in 
the British provinces intelligent men of af- 
fairs who never went to London, not think- 
ing it necessary to put in a personal appear- 
ance where their credit was well known and 
a postage-stamp would serve their purpose. 

Since the New York brokers, at the in- 
stance of Jim Keene, put grain and cotton 
gambling into their offices, quantities of 
Americans, or of Englishmen who have be- 
come posted in American ways, have been 
going through Great Britain taking orders on 
these staples of life in gambling ventures. 
They could not sell or buy Erie as a gamble 
in England, or Lake Shore or Illinois Central, 


because those names are not commonly lo- 
cated au the other side of the water. But 
wheat, cotton, pork, beef, hay, and hops are 
known wherever the language is spoken. It 
is readily explained to the Welshman, Scotch 
man, or Londoner that the only question is 
what is to be the price of wheat next July. 

Consequently the British Islands have been 
turned into an appendage of the Chicago 
Produce Exchange. More recently still men 
have found their way to London and the 
larger cities of the British interior to repre- 
sent the New York Stock Exchange. These 
persons are shrewd, get around among smart 
and rich folks, soon get the run of the Lon- 
don Stock Exchange and find out who has the 
gambling instinct, and of course the British 
people have been educated as gamblers on 
their horse turfs for generations; they only 
require something to be presented to them 
which they can grasp without great mental 
endeavor or the use of books to take in hand. 

Little by little the London men and their 
correspondents have been taught the Amer- 
ican railroad system, not in its broad de- 
seription, but merely as to the speculative 
stocks, which were hardly ever more than a 
dozen in number. Northwest, St. Paul, Lack- 
awanna, Reading, Lake Shore, Canada South- 
ern, New Jersey Central, and a few other 
stocks constitute quite a répertoire. These 
the Briton can get through his head, assisted 
by maps and much conversation. Besides, 
there are certain Englishmen who have been 
once in this country and comprehend a little 
of its relations. Others are theoretical stu- 
dents of the advance of the country, for no 
people watch the country as a subject of in- 
vestment more than the British. The want 
of material to gamble in, especially new ma- 
terial, is at the present time rather a drag 
on the London Stock Exchange. No 

t enterprises are being started in 
the world of a railroad character, and 
railroads are the favorit investments of 
the British, wno have had such a large 
hand in launching the locomotive and testing 
steam-power. They have jumped into Amer- 
can stocks under the stimulation of these 
New York factors to such an extent as to 
raise this market nerally, and the number 
of shares sold within a month has been as 
high as a million or eleven hundred thousand 
a day—an enormous business, greater, proba- 
bly, than that of any stock-market d g in 
railway shares. 

But what is the consequence of thus arous- 

ing the minds of people 4,000 miles distant to 
come and gamble at our table? Why the 
British are now throwing their railway 
stocks back here, and from the experience of 
the last collapse they are more anxious to 
sell than they ever were to buy. They took 
a hand in the puddle, listened to the yarns, 
were told t Reading Railro was 
the t central anthracite property of 
America, and must within a little while deter- 
mine the price of coal for the whole Western 
world. They knew something out coal and 
coal railroads, and they chose Reading as a 
familiar instance. It was next to a worthless 
stock in its present condition, having been 
| endowed by Mr. Gowen with British money 
with collieries and coal fields at the highest 
figuresof cost, and more than enough to serve 
for the next 100 years. 

If the Briton could wait for a hundred 
years to close on his investment in Reading, 
everything in its management meantime be- 
ing honest, he might do well, butasa prop- 
erty to make a stock turn in, which gill to- 
morrow rise terrace high above its condition 
today. and go up another terrace tomorrow, 
and stay there solidly, it was the most unfor- 
tunate perty the Britisher started in with. 
It is selling in this market as low as 16; that 
is to say, 32 for the stock at par is only 50, or 
oa share. It, therefore, stands depreciat- 
ed to one-third of its par value. Yet this 
stock only a week or two past had got up to 
— mey | like 46, or to half-par. Conse- 
quently the bears here are now pulling down 
more legitimate stocks by swearing that the 
English are returning everything they have 
bought as investments, and in addition are 
making a permanent sale of the American 
stock market as a gamble. 

Through the agency of commercial stock 
boards the average American has become a 
gambler as much as he is a citizen. Indeed, 
there are wealthy menin this country who 
would gamble away their citizenship as one 
of the cheapest things they possessed. Pat- 
riotism is a secure endowment in the breast 
of every manof education and parentage 
until he becomes a gambler, and then he will 
fight his own country in time of war in 
order to prove that it must be defeated and 
ruined that he may make the next turn on 
the stock board. The big clergymen never 
address themselves to this question any more, 
because their churches are filled with opera- 
tors. Nevertheless, the gaming propenslty 
as itis now felt in every part of America 
through our highly ramified intercourse is 
ylaying all the while against the security of 
Cusiness and the habits of pri- 
vate life and responsibility. Some 
years ago knew in this cit 
two young men who had obtained by chee 
and experience a very great business * 
tunity. If they had only kept what they 

earned they could long since have retired 
and watched the world from the cheerful 
elevation of -spectatorship. But they paid 
more attention to speculators in the street 
than to persons of accomplishments or ques- 
tions of abiding interest. They became 
known at every broker’s door and to his cus- 
tomers, and considered it a great opportunity 
to be invited every day into the 
inside closets of the big commission takers 
who dealt on the Stock Exchange. They soon 
were used and putin for stock. They had a 
little something carried for them in a dozen 
or twenty offices at once. There seemed to be 
no limit to the money they were going to make 
with such associations, and they let the ma- 
terial part of their business go to pieces, let 
their characters drag out, and finally were 
found to be poor. But after poverty had 
SS 27 ittle a. 
ity left, and now they gam n everything. 
Just es around the old-fashion faro 
tables were seen supper customers, those 
who would hang about to see if a fresh player 
would not lend * a check, so these men 
were beggars not for something in hand, but 
for a chance.

They can also save the morals of guests in 
hotels, for there is hardly a hotel in the 
United States which does not furnish extrav- 
agant accommodations for brokers and 
their agents to come in and rob their guests. 

In the city of Washington there is a promi- 
nent hotel, only a half block from Willard's, 
in the best part of which is a hugh pool-room 
with great blackboard and attendants, and 
there you can see hundreds of clerks and va- 
grants of all kinds watching the movements 
of the ticker. Indeed, Stock Exchange gam- 
bling not being fast enough they have re- 
cently invented machines which goof them- 
selves, and make fictitious movements this 
way or that, so that the appetite of the herd 
can be satiated with winning or losing some- 
thing. You see the effect of the stampede in 
the stock market on Lake Shore, which had 
gone almost to par, and now hangs back 
nearer 90; at this moment it stands at 
about 92. 

Senator Wilson of Iowa in his speech ad- 
vocating the Cullom bill of Inter-State Com- 
merce yesterday, showed how our great rail- 
road men are mixed up in this very univer- 
sality of gambling by ir pooling systems, 
to which they now hold s0 tenaciously as a 
necessity, and, indeed, aright. While under 
the pooling system corn in Western lown was 
selling at 20 to 25 cents a bushel, in another 
part of Iowa, the southeast, where the corn 
crop had been a failure, it was selling from 40 
to 45 cents a bushel. Thus the lowa people 
were furnishing their corn to Chicago at from 
4 to 6 cents a bushel less than they could send 
it under the pooling rates to their own fellow- 
citizens. 

The pools sacrifice the intermediate locali- 
ties to the long hauls where the railroads

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THE OUTCOME OF THE MILWAUKEE 
ANARCHISTS’ TRIAL. 


Judge Sloan’s Ruling in the Case—The 
Feeling of Reputable Citizens Over Grott- | 
kau's Thirty-Days’ Sentence for Con- 
tempt of Court—A Milwaukee Hebrew 
Who Was Annoyed While Traveling in | 
Russia on Account of His Nationality— 
Notes from Other Places. 


Mi.wavker, Wis., Dec. 25.—{Special.]— 
The second of the set of trials growing out 
of the riots in May has been in progress be- 
fore Judge Sloan this week. The first trial 
covered most of the ground of the riots in the 
city limits. The present hearings are mainly 
in regard to the proceedings of certain al- 
leged inciters of and participators in the 
Tiotous demonstrations at Bay View. In 
these trials, as in the others, the great diffi- 
culty is to place the responsibility directly 
where it belongs. Counsel for the defense 
seek to prove to the jury that there were no 
riots and that there would have been 
no trouble if the troops had not 
been called into service. Judge Sloan shows 
very clearly that he hds no sympathy with 
this line of argument and no sort of respect 
for the theory on which it is based. He has 
told counsel and jury, in the most emphatic 
way, that he will not allow the time of the 
court to be taken up with anything of the 
kind, and will not require the prosecution 10 
prove anything concerning the state of 
affairs and of feeling which existed here in 
May, a condition of things which, as he says, 
is a matter of accepted history. It is very 
evident that the trials cannot be completed: 
during the present year. Every point sought, 
to be made by the prosecution is fought in! 
the most stubborn way by a brilliant array» 
of counsel for the defense. The facts ares 
there, the facts of disorder, of attempted’ 
mob-rule, of danger to life and property; butt

The sentencing of Grottkau, the Socialis 

for contempt of court, this week, was one of“ 
the most impressive affairs ever known in 
any court here. During his trial his paner { 
contained outrageous matter concerning the 
court before which the trial was in pro 8. 
This condition of things was called to the at- 
tentioh of Judge Sloan. The latter is a jurist 
of the old school. He is a giant in physical 
hight, has an immense wet of cur y 
hair, wears the old-fashioned style o shirt. 
collar and stock.“ He is the Judge of a neigh- 
boring circuit, but was calied in here by 
Judge Mallory to try the riot cases when the 
defendants asked for a change of venue. 
His course during these trials has been such 
as to make him popular with all classes of 
citizens except those upon whom he has been, 
obliged to visit the penalty of the law. And, 
even some of the more intelligent of the) 
prisoners freely commend his fairness. When, 
the utterances of Grottkau’s paper were, 
called to his attention an order was issued 
for Grottkau to show cause why he should} 
not be punished for contempt. An elfort was 
made by Grottkau’s counsel to show that hej 
was not the author of the articles in ques-+ 
tion, and was not responsible for 
their publication. But the defense did; 
not avail and Grottkau was sentenced) 
to the House of Correction. The extremes 
—.— in such a case is only thirty days“ 
mprisonment. But there is great satisfac- 
tion in the community over the fact that, 
Grottkau is shut up for even so short a time, 
and that he will have an opportunity, for a 
little period,to do manual labor. Judge Sloan’s 
remarks in passing sentence constituted am 
oration of eloquence and power.

WILSON BARRETT’S PLEASANT CHAT 
ABOUT HIS BOYHOOD’S DAYS. 


From Comfort to Poverty in Early Youth— 
His First Experience in a Theatre—Going 
Without Dinner in Order to Read Shaks- 
peare—A Rapid Rise in His Profession 
in Five Years—A Life of Romantic In- 
terest—The Story Simply Told. 

„My father,” said Mr. Wilson Barrett, in a 
talk that is here reproduced from memory, 
and is more direct than his own modest lan- 
guage, was a gentleman farmer in Essex. 
I can indistinctly remember the country 
place with its garden of flowers, the planta- 
tion,’ as we call it in England, with its fir 
trees stretching beyond, the old-fashioned 
Wind- mill, and the sunshine overall.

I went to our manager and told him of 
my experience, and he gave strict instruc- 
tions to call the atteution of any one who was 
seen taking such liberties to the fact that the 
goods were exposed for sale, and 
were not samples for gratuitious dis- 
tribution as they seemed to think. We 
were also given to understand that if we 
did this respectfully our conduct would meet 
with the support and encouragement of the 
proprietor. Still, with these rules we must 
draw the line somewhere, and it is hard to 
tell just where to do so; we have customers 
whose trade is very profitable. and were we 
to speak to them of such an action as a lib- 
erty taken, and even in the most respectful 
manner reprove them, they would be offended 
beyond our ability to explain the reason of 
our doing so, and we should certainly 
lose their trade and their good will forever.“ 
At another store where the counters are or- 
namented in profusion with delicacies in and 
out of season pretty much the same com- 

laint was made, although no instructions 

been given salesmen to lessen the annoy- 
ance. This proprietor smiled dryly in con- 
versing with a reporter on the topic, and 
finally said: One of my experiences with 
the ‘lunch’ business, as we also call it, was 
at ourcracker and cheese counter. For a 
long time we had our dairy department in an 
out of the way place in the store, 
and near by were the cracker 
boxes and ls. On several occasions 
during the mi@ile of the day I had frequent- 
ly stood almost directly over this spot and 
could easily see the movements of every one 
in the store. Now it might sound absurd for 
ine to say that a business-man and neighbor 
would come into my place and go directly to 
that cheese counter and cracker-barrel and 
help himself to a midday lunch, but it 
is a fact nevertheless. And not only 
did one man do it, but during the 
course of a week when I was 
interested in the cheekiness of the liberty 
taken with my goods, beyond my pecuniary 
loss therefrom, I watched that particular 
locality more closely than usual. Believe 
me, I saw no less than five men come to that 
counter and help themselves every day until 
I — a stop to it by moving these articles to 
other places where, by a different arrange- 
ment, this sponging could not be continued 
without being downright theft. Well, it 
would have been worth a week’s salary to 
you to have watched that counter with me 
the following day. They came in 
singly and by pairs shortly after 12 
o’clock, and.on reaching their accustomed 
haunts a look of blank astonishment was de- 
picted on their countenances at the meta- 
morphosis of that particular spot. I was 
almost afraid it would be necessary to take 
their ante-mortem statement before they 
could leave my store.“ 

“Do you have any other similar annoy- 
ances in your business! was asked. 

„Well, yes, there is one other, but it is 
far more serious, and I hardly should 
speak of it. Our system of cash 
sales requires the rchaser to 
pay for his articles at a cashier’s desk on 
going out. We have, in some cases, caught 
people trying to leave the store without set- 
tling, but it does not occur very frequently, 
as our salesmen are made responsible for 
théir checks and it is their duty to see their 
checks are presented to the cashier for pay- 
ment, but, of course, during the busy hours 
of the day this is impossible. Business is 
very good with us just now and will be until 
after the holidays.“

A CAR FOR THE INSANE. 


THE NOVEL DEVICE OF A WELL-KNOWN 
ILLINOIS SPECIALIST. 


A Pian by Which It Is Proposed to Convey 


Many Novel Features. 

JACKSONVILLE, III., Dec. 22.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.}—Jacksonville has two insane 
asylums, the State Hospital,which houses 700 
patients of both sexes and every grade of 
insanity, and the Oakwood Retreat, a private 
institution conducted by Dr. George C. Mc- 
Farland and his father. The State Hospital 


occupies a handsome site a mile south of the 


town, and is overcrowded, so that the com- 
modious new buildings adjoining and just 
erected at the cost of a legislative appropria- 
tion of $160,000, will have plenty of tenants. 
The Oakwood asylum is a mile or so further 
east, and is surrounded by extensive and ex- 
ceedingly pretty grounds, dotted at intervals 
with big trees and bits of shrubbery, and 
commanding from the eminence on which 
they stand a clear-sighted view of a consid- 
erable tract of surrounding country. 

Dr. McFarland’s charges consist principal- 
ly of lunatics from the Territories, and he 
makes periodical trips to the Territories 
whenever he is notified of a consignment be- 
ing ready for him or when he has one to take 
back. It was during a trip to Cheyenne two 
years with twenty-three patients more or 
jess violently afflicted, and again on a journey 
through Nebraska last September with about 
as many more, that the necessity for some 
better means for the transportation of the 
insane from place to place t that which 
al exists was brought forcibly home to 
him. The result of his reflectiops was the 
conclusion that nothing less than the manu- 
facture of a special car to be used exclusively 
for the transportation of insane persons or 
convicts would ineet the difficulty. And after 
careful figuring he has planned a vehicle 
which he is of the opinion will fill the bill if 
given a fair trial. He has taken no further 
steps as yet than to write to Washi n for 
a patent on his scheme, being desirous of in- 
teresting some rai or other wealthy cor- 
poration in it before going to any additional 
expense. A fair idea of the plan of the pro- 

car may be gathered from the follow-

This sketch would represent a car of eight 
celis, or large enough for the accommodatior 
of thirty-two patients. The spaces (a) repre- 
sent the cells, which would be constructed, 
partitions and all, of solid oak; the narrow 
spaces (b) are walnut shelves running the 
entare length of the car on either side, to be 
used as dining-tables; the narrow slits 
(c) represent the sliding-doors by which en- 
trance to and exit from each cell would be 
made; the open space (d) is the main floor of 
the car, which would be vacant save for the 
seats for the use of the guards; the square 
(%% at the rear is the space which would be 
allotted to the kitchen; (f) a closet; and 
(8) the door. 

yr. McFarland’s scheme is to have each 
compartment or cell fitted with four bunks, 
provided with the usual leather restraints so 
as to render further precaution, after a pa- 
tient has retired for the night, unnecessary. 
The car would be entirely without windows 
the light and ventilation being obtained 
through the roof, which would be entirely of 

lass. Inthis way, the inventor clainis, would 

avoided the many unpleasantnesses which 
the scenes along the journey give rise to 
when the patients under process of trans- 
portation are intractable and hard to manage. 

In the course of achat with Tux Trisune 
correspondent concerning his invention the 
doctor said he thought it simply extraor- 
dimary that nothing of the kind had been 
thought of and brought into use long ago, 
when the absolute necessity for it was con- 
sidered. ‘‘The antipathy of passengers to 
traveling in the same car with even one in- 
sane person is too well known to need com- 
ment.“ he said; “and if they don’t like to 
ride with one lunatic, how much worse it is 
when there are a dozen or more. And one 
can’t blame the passengers, either. And 
then the cost of it—the transportation of the 
insane—das it is now conducted. On the two 
trips I told you of I took with me seven 
— tag ed to Wyoming and three from 

‘ebraska here. On the Wyoming trip I paid 
each guard $70, which, of course, those who 
were interested in the patients had to settle 
for. There isatremendous sum of money 

id out every year for the transportation of 
insane persons from place to place that there 
is absolutely no necessity for spending, if 
thé proper means were resorted to to pre- 
vent it. With such a means of conveyance 
as I have contrived I think the problem 
could be very satisfactorily solved. Passen- 
gers would not be annoyed; the presence of 
the passengers would not serve to irritate 
the lunatics, and the cost would be very ma- 
térially lessened. One guard would be all 
that was needed to run a car-load of insane 
people or convicts across the continent, if 
need be. 

“It would cost. I should think, $10,000 to 
build a car of the pattern I describe. If I am 
not successful in inducing some railroad to 
build one and lease it out to the State or 
some — institution as an experiment I 
shall probably have a model exhibited at the 
next session of the Legislature and try and 
get an appropriation made in order to test it. 

f the reformation doesn’t come now it will 
come some time, because it seems to me that 
after awhile people will refuse to patronize a 
railroad that makes a practice of allowing in- 
sane persons to be carried over the country 
in batches on its trains. 

An instance of the feelings of railroad men 
on. this topic was afforded me on this same 
Wyoming trip. I went to one of the Union Pa- 
cific agents— e exactly which just now 
and represented to him that as I was carry- 
ing a large party of insane persons over his 
road he ought to give me some reduction on 
the first-class tariff. In declining to do so he 
used language so emphatic as to cause dee 
gratitude in me that he hadn’t demand 
double rates as a consideration for allowing

Society for Once Taking Up a Fashion 
. Which Is Beneficial. 

Derrorr, Mich., Dec. 25.—[Special.}—The 
young women of this town are chock full of 
muscular enthusiasm just now and threaten 
to patronize a Woodward avenue gymnasium 
with such fervor that it will actually prove a 
success, The roller-skating rink, which has 
come and gone, had much to do with starting 
the idea of physical culture among the girls, 
and the advent of the toboggan slide this 
winter has served to whet the desire for 
robust constitutions and well-rounded limbs. 
It is something new for Detroit young wom- 
en to make so radical a departure as donning 
a loose-fitting waist and trousers and devot- 
ing two hours or more a day to the develop- 
ment of their chests and biceps. It is odder 
still that they should consent to meet in 
classes where their respective physical 
charms and lack of them are displayed strict- 
ly on their merits. It perhaps marks a new 
era in female health and a dawn of common 
sense among the daughters of wealthy towns- 


people. 

A young lady from Boston came here last 
summer and announced that she belonged to 
the new school, of calisthenics and would 
open a school for symmetrical progressive 
physical development. The wording caught, 
and the newcomer, being alady of unusual 
mental endowments and general culture 
found entrée at once to the homes and hearts 
of the young ladies. Discussion of “ the 
Swedish movement,” “the circulation 
action,” “the dyspepsia cure and other ath- 
letic and alleged athletic exercises succeeded 
for a season the usual small talk and gossip\, 
classes were gradually formed, and the 
patrons of the. new school of physical cultur 
now includes many of Detroit’s leading 
families.

George Goldie, the Former Champion in 
This Country, Gives His Experience at 
the Sport—What Games Are Most Pop- 
ular and How the Best Feats Are Per- 
formed—Tossing the Caber, Putting the 
Shot, and Throwing the Hammer and | 
Weight—What Has Been Done. 

No men in the world are more addicted or 
better adapted to athletic sports than Scotch- 
men. They are a hardy, big-boned, muscular 
race, and the conditions of life in Scotland, 
particularly in the highlands, have been al- 
ways conducive to the development of a love 
for bodily exercise. In the Caledonian games 
today are seen the results of generations of 
physical training, and in Scotch athletes are 
found the best modern specimens of muscu- 
lar manhood. The Caledonian champion in 
this country for many years was George 
Goldie, who was. Princeton’s trainer and 
athletic director. Mr. Goldie is indeed the 
only man who ever held the title. The 
North American United Caledonian Associa- 
tion never put up but two medals for the 
championship, one to be won by the athlete 
making the greatest number of winning 
points in three years, and the other to be 
competed for during five years. Goldie won 
them both by his victories of three years, 
makiag so many points during that time that 
it was useless for anybody to try to get 


the five-year medal from him. The first 
medal is now in his possession, and the 
other is the property of the New York Cale- 
donian Club and is worn by the Presidents 
of the body. Prof. Goldie is now the athletic 
director of the New York Athletic Club, 
which has 2,000 members, and gives all his 
time to the club. In an interview on the 
— of Caledonian sports, Prof. Goldie 
said: The origin of Caledonian games was

Caledonian clubs were formed afterward 
and the games made the princi feature of 
the annual meetings. All kinds of athletic 
sports are now included in the Caledonian 

es, but there are some distinctly Scotch 
— that are worth describing and ex- 
plaining. Throwing the hammer is one of 
them. It is easy to understand how this 
originated. After the supper the men and 
boys of the village congregated about the 
blacksmith’s shop and tested their strength 
by throwing the blacksmith's hammer. A 
few eurs ago the clubs still used a black- 
smith’s sledge with a handle two feet and ten 
inches long, but the sharp angles of the ham- 
mer cau frequent breakages of handles in 
falling, and the oval head was substituted. 
Finally we made the hammer head round and 
lengthened the handle to four feet ten inches. 
The only style of throwing the hammer was 
to run with it, turn completely around twice 
22 the missile centrifugal momentum, 
and let it go. The thrower often became 
dizzy and never could tell where he was 
throwing the hammer. After a few specta- 
tors had been kilied the rules were changed, 
and now the hammer must be thrown from a 
fixed position and without a turn of the body. 
In England they retain the seven-foot run 
with one turn. This exercise brings into 
play the whole body and requires great 
strength. 

Putting the shot is another Scotch exercise. 
Originally the men picked out a heavy stone 
and put or pushed it as far as they could. 
Now we use a shot for convenience and uni- 
formity. The heavy shot weighs twenty-one 
and the light shot fourteen pounds. The 
motion is not that of tnrowing. Hold the 
shot in the right hand over and back of the 
shoulder; throw the weight of the body on 
the right leg, with the left leg advanced; 
take one jump forward in the same attitude, 
and then quickly swing the body around, 
bringing the right side and leg forward, and 
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TOSSING THE CABER. 


shove the arm out sharply to its full length, 
pushing the shot, not throwing it. It looks 
simple, but it is the hardest knack in athletics 
to acquire. 

“Tossing the caber is perhaps the most 
unique and purely Scotch of all games of this 
class, but what its origin was I vannot say. 
Probably at some trial of strength between 
the men of a Highland clan some very strong 
Mac picked up a fallen fir tree and gave it a 
toss, challenging another Mac to equal the 
feat. Formerly we used a log of no specified 
size, only making sure that it was heavy 
enough. The feat was to hold it upright, 
with the hands clas under the lower end, 
and by main strength of body and limb toss 
the log so that it would turn over end for end, 
falling atlength.

building at that number, has over 4,500 chil- 
dren on its rolls, with an average attendance 
of over 3.000. It is not only the biggest Sun- 
day-school in the United States, but it is al- 
most twice as big as the next biggest, and in 
the matter of attendance, so far as is known, 
itis head and shoulders, so to speak, above 
any other Sunday-school in Christendom. 

Where the children all come from isa 
‘mystery. Maybe Mr. Holmes couldtell. Mr. 
Holmes is the founder, teacher, superinten- 
dent, and general manager of the school, and 
should know all about it if anybody does. 
He says they come from “all around.” But 
4,500 of them, and hardly any of them over 
10 years old—just think of it! The school is 
one of the wonders of Chicago, and is worth 
traveling a hundred miles to see. Along 
about 2 o’clock Sunday afternoons Clybourn 
avenue from Halsted to Orchard street be- 
gins to swarm with children. They don’t 
come singly, but in groups—in threes and 
fours, in tens and twenties, in hundreds and 
thousands—before one has time to wonder 
at it the whole street is blocked with lively 
youngsters. All classes are represented—wel!- 
fed and warmly clad children glowing with 


on the platform. The platform is at the apex 
of the diamond, the hall being so arranged 
that every one has a direct and 
unobstructed view of the teacher and 
his apparatus. Mr. Holmes begins by pulling 
to the centre of the platform a large wooden 
frame—a cross between an easel and a 
clothes-horse—from which is suspended a 
thick bundle of sheets of paper. Then he 
takes a lo pointer and turns over the 
sheets until he finds one that pleases him.

Honesty, tem- 
perance, courage, perseverance, earnestness, 
truthfulness, kindness, unselfishness, court- 
esy, and every other attribute of an elevat- 
ing moral character is taught in simple, 
homely language and in a manner that chains 
the attention of the children from the begin- 
ning to the end.

There are several 
easels—some with hymns, some with 
texts of Scripture, some with illustrations. 
School is over at 4. The boy at the further 
apex of the hall beats a march on his kettle- 
drum, Mr. Holmes rings a bell, and section 
after section file out slowly and in rfect 
order. The discipline is all that could be de- 
sired and more than could be expected. 

Mr. Holmes keeps the roll of the children 
just the same way as he keeps the roll of the 
conductors and drivers of the street-railway 
of which he is Superintendent and President. 
Each child on being admitted to school is 

iven an individual number and a card. 

hese numbers, with the addresses of the 
children, are recorded in the roll-books. As 
the children file out of school they show their 
cards, and their numbers are noted and aft- 


‘erwards checked on the attendance record, 


so that it is known exactly who are present 
every Sunday. In cases of prolonged ab- 
sence a letter of inquiry is sent, and if no re- 
ply is received a visit is made to the home of 
the child. The following is a specimen of 
the letters received by Mr. Holmes: 


Your letter asking after Johnnie is here and I 
thank you forit. Johnnie cannot go to Sunday- 
school no more. He died last Tuesday, and all 
the time he was sick he taiked about the school, 
and when your letter came he said I must get 
well right away and be there next Sunday sure. 


“The writer of that letter, the father of 
the boy,“ said Mr. Holmes, was once a rank 
Socialist and an avowed atheist, put his boy 
brought him back to God and humanity and 
decency, and over the new-made grave of his 
child he shed tears of gratitude for what the 
boy had learned and taught him. There are 
no missionaries half so efficient as the chil- 
dren. Not one of our 4,500 boys and giris 
will ever be an Anarchist, and those who are 
the childen of Anarchists and atheists—as 
many of them are—are being made the 
means of carrying the first lessons of Chris- 
tianity to their homes.”’ 

The Central Mission Sunday-school was or- 
ganized by Mr. Holmes about nine years 
ago. The organization was an individual 
experiment, but after six months’ manage- 
ment by Mr. Holmes and when a permanent 
success had been assured, the Central Church 
took formal cognizance and nominal control of 
the school, and supplied with liberal hand the 
funds necessary to its support. The little 
building was so crowded, even from the be- 
ginning, that it was found practically impos- 
sible to divide the children up into classes in 
the customary way, even couldteachers have 
been procured, which was very doubtful. So 
the school was taught as one class, and the 
system thus established at first for 
the sake of expediency was  after- 
wards maintained because of its many 
obvious advantages and extraordinary suc- 
cess. In 1883, when the school had 1,200 
children, it was * eet to build a suitable 
hall, and soon $35,000 was subscribed and the 
— building on Clybourn avenue erected. 

he school has since grown atan amazing 
rate, and the present outlook is that Mr. 
Holmes will soon either have to split his big 
class in two or hire the Exposition Building. 
Many of the earlier pupils of the school are 
fow holding responsible positions in the of- 
fices, and factories, and workshops of the city. 

In connection with the school and mission 
there is a kindergarten with a membership 
of about 500 little ones, who are taught every 
week day but Saturday. There is also a 
Saturday forenoon class in manual train- 
ing, where over a hundred boys are 
taught elementary drawing and wood- 
working. Saturdays the ladies of the 
mission conduct a sewing class which 
has a membership of 600 girls, who are 
taught plain sewing. The children are given 
the garments they make, and in many cases 
these prove a material help to the families to 
which the children belong. While this train- 
ing is presumed to be chiefly in plain sewing, 
there is an incidental training in neatness, 
politeness, and other matters of as much im- 
portance as the sewing lessons.

It is one of 
those interjections in which sound so echoes 
sense that men seem to have adopted it al- 
most instinctively. In India and Ceylon the 
mahouts and attendants of . phants 
cheer them on by perpetual repetitions of 
“ur-re-re!”? The Arabs and camel-irivers 
in Turkey, Palestine, and Egypt encourage 
their animals to speed by shouting “ar-re, 
ar- re!“ The Moors in Spain drive their mules 
and horses with cries of “arre.” In France 
the sportsman excites the hounds by his 
shouts of “hare, hare!” and wagoners turn 
their horses by crying “harhaut!’. The 
herdsmen of Ireland and Scotland shout 
‘“*hurrish! hurrish!“ to the cattle they are 
driving, It is evidently an exclamation com- 
mon to many nations, and is probably a cor- 
ruption of Tur ae (Thor aid), a battle-cry 
of the ancient Norsemen, though some au- 
thorities derive it from the Jewish “ Hosan- 
nah. The word is very often, and was 
formerly invariably, spelt “huzza,” and its 
pronunciation was hurray.“ 

The Mysterious Bottle. 

At the recent fatal Alpine accident on the 
Glockner the search for the bodies was ma- 
terially assisted by means of a secret charm 
employed by Bergerweis, the Kalser inn- 
keeper, who has in his possession a small 
bottle covered with leather, with a string 
drawn through the stopper by which it can 
be suspended like aplummet.

Sound in a Fog.

On 
one memorable occasion it was observed that 
sound was singularly distinct during the 
prevalence of a dense fog upon the Serpen- 
tine, and that it came fainter as the fog 
cleared away; several other instances dre 
quoted to prove this fact. It is easier to 
understand the fact that fog helps sound in- 
stead of hindéring it, if we take into consid- 
eration the fact that sound travels through 
water with four times the 9 that it 
travels through the air. Fog is, of course, 
nothing but moist air, and must, therefore, 
help instead of impede the transmission of 
sound.

Sounds and Echoes. 


As the ear cannot distinguish between two 
sounds occurring at an interval of less than 
one-sixteenth of a second, that time must 
necessarily elapse between the utterance of 
a sound and its return to form an echo. An 
echo is simply a sound reflected from some 
opposing body, which must be thirty-five feet 
away from the cause of the sound. The 
sound will have to pass through seventy feet, 
and this will take about one-sixteenth of a 
second—since sound travels at the rate of 
1,100 feet per second—so that the direct and 
reflected sounds may be distinct. The further 
the reflecting body is away the longer of 
course will the sound take to reach the ear 
after refiection. 

Roumanian Persecution of the Jews. 

The correspondent of the Jewish Chronicle in 
Roumania states that, owing to the recent 
persecutions by laws excluding the Jews 
from particular occupations and trades, the 
Roumanian Jews are leaving the country in 
bundreds every ay In 1880, Jassy, the 
Capital of Moldavia, had a total population of 
90,000. This has, according to recently-pub- 
lished statistics, been reduced to 60,000; and 
the diminution is chiefly due to the emigra- 
tion of Jews and to the economical changes 
attending their exodus. 

About the Crescent. 

Nothing positive can be traced as to when 
the Crescent became the Turkish symbol, 
but there are several legends which give the 
reason for its adoption. One of these says 
that Philip, the father of Alexander, meet- 
ing with great difficulties in the siege of By- 
zantium, set the workmen to undermine the 
walls, but a crescent moon discovered the de- 
sign, which miscarried; consequently the 
Byzantines erected a statue to Diana, and the 
crescent moon became the symbolof the 
State. Another legend is that Othman, the 
Sultan, saw in a vision a crescent moon, 
which kept increasing till its horns extended 
from east to west, and he adopted the cres- 
cent of his dream for his standard. 


The Human Foot and Forearm.
